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Time To Restake Our Claims 

“Grant that through the Mystery of this water and wine, 
we may be made partakers of His divine nature, Who vouch- 
safed to be made partaker of our human nature, Jesus Christ, 
Thy Son, our Lord.” 

The priest breathes the words of consecration and bread 
becomes God. Once the Spirit of Love breathed into a woman 
the Word and God became man. Just as the priest with his 
body shields the Host from the gaze of the world for a mom- 
ent of adoration, so did the body of the woman shelter for 
nine months the Son of God. And now as the priest holds up 
the Host, the bells ring out. A hush falls over the church 
and time stops. So, on that night, did the Holy Virgin joy- 
fully stretch out her arms holding the Child for all to see. 
Choirs of angels sang out the birth of the Lord and a hush 
fell over the shepherds adoring Him. 

This is Christ’s Mass, when the limitless takes on limits 
and eternity is held within a span. Christmas basks in an 
aura of eternity, just as the moment of consecration seems to 
present a background of timelessness against which we hear 
the whine of a jet approach and depart. In the awful hush 
that recalls that moment in Bethlehem, when the world of 
things seems so pitifully small, that is the time we measure 
our goals against the goal of eternity. 

Chi'istmas is the time to restake our claim, to see if the 
goal we are aiming at is worth fighting for. Christmas is 
the time of appraisal, of evaluation. Why build bigger and 
better Sputniks? To help us learn more about the universe 
God has created for us or to “save face”? Why work for 
a college degree? To make a better salary or to develop the 
talents God gave us to become a better person? Why a liber- 
al education in place of a specified scientific education? These 
are some of our immediate goals. We should test their values 
against our eternal goal. We should place them beside the 
Child in the crib and see if they reflect His glory or if they 
appear tarnished. For it is only in the light of eternity, 
brought so close to us at Christmas, that we can truly see 
the value of the temporal.

The Latest Waugh . . . 



The marrow of the most recent 
bone that Evelyn Waugh has giv- 
en his readers to gnaw is quite 
simple. Gilbert Pinfold is a mid- 
dle-aged British novelist. His 
usual amiable, conservative ex- 
istence is rudely disturbed by a 
case of nerves, aggravated by 
spells of insomnia and rheuma- 
tism, and he embarks at once upon 
an ocean trip to Ceylon. During 
the voyage, and due to “large drab 
pills” generously downed with 
brandy, he undergoes a series of 
kaleidoscopic hallucinations fea- 
turing mocking voices, shipboard 
torturings, smuggled dogs, espion- 
age, and a Pinfold attempt to en- 
tice the sympathetic Margaret who 
never materializes. 

Waugh admits that Pinfold is 
“largely based on himself.” 
Perhaps the shortcomings of 



the work are centered here. 
Perhaps the novelist is better 
at observation than at intro- 
spection. Certainly it has nei- 
ther the paper-sharp satire of 
THE LOVED ONE nor the com- 
passionate irony of BRIDES- 
HEAD REVISITED. It is not 
a poor book — Waugh seems im- 
mune to the temptations of bad 
writing. It is simply that Pin- 
fold’s Ordeal falls short of what 
is always expected of a new 
offering by the Englishman. 

Critics are both kind and cruel 
to Pinfold. Extension (Oct., 1957) 
vaguely refers to it as a “clinical 
study,” but the New York Times 
(Aug. 11, 1957) charges that 

Waugh “has seriously miscalculat- 
ed an artistic effect . . . Nor has 
his totally un-humble book any of 
the psychiatric value of Scott 
Fitzgerald's comparable “Crack- 
Gp.”

The anticipation of a revelation 
sensed by the reader in the first 
chapter (which, incidentally, is 
the best) is never realized. Even 
if Pinfold found that “he had en- 
dured a great ordeal, and unaided, 
had emerged the victor,” one does 
not feel great concern for his 
problem, which is as well, for 
Waugh writes that there is no 
“plausible explanation.” 

His strongest tastes were 
negative. He abhorred plastics, 
Picasso, sunbathing and jazz — 
everything, in fact, that had 
happened in his own lifetime . . . 
At intervals during the day 
and night he would look at his 
watch and learn always with 
disappointment how little of his 
life was past, how much there 
was still ahead of him. 

While the other characters prop- 
erly remain as a hazy background 
for Pinfold’s hallucinations, or to 
lift him briefly into the world of 
reality, the portrait of Pinfold, the 
dyspeptic scribe, is skillfully 
sketched: 

As a whole, the work is only 
mildly interesting. Though 
there is the usual scintillating 
Waughistic dialogue, even it 
tends to become repetitious in 
substance. The Ordeal would 
doubtless be much better in 
short story form. The most 
appropriate summation of the 
book may be borrowed from a 
play titled THE WINTER’S 
TALE written by another Eng- 
lishman: “Ne’er was dream so 
like a waking.”
